Who are they that makes it? Gener- 
ally, they ares what the world calls 
"*"ociety people,” and, connequently, 
are frequenters of the theater and cir- 
ens, They ace no impropriety in a 
woman appearing before a mixed mn]- 
titnds in the capacity of an acrobat or 
an equestrienne. O, no! thongh ahe 
may appear in a garb that is positively 
indecent, and go throngh the motions 
that «hock »1l the finer sensibilities, 
that is all right; there is nothing nn- 
womanly abont it. Of conrse there is 
not, If there was, the society magoate 
would not allow his wife and dangh- 
ters fo witness if, As it is « very 
elevating and refining apectacle. 
however, he not only permits them 
to witness it, bnt pays a dollar apiece 
for the precious privilege. If a wo- 
man has the beavenly gift of oratory, 
there is no impropriety in her using 
it on the stage for the amusement of 
the rabble; but for her to exercise 
thoss zxame God-given talents in the 
acTocacy of sxome canse that looks to 
the amelioration of society is nawo- 
manly. Low, valgar comedy is pre- 
eminently compatible with refined in- 
«tinots of womanhood; but for a wo- 
man to appear before an andience to 
plead for temperance and virtne, that 
is too horrible to mention. *'O, shame, 
where is thy blash?”” Human speech 
is inadequate to the task of expressing 
the coutempt we feel for snch cavil. 
Again, the ſear is 8ometimes expressed 
that this enlargement of woman's 
sphere will have a destrnctive effect 
npont home He; that mothers wilt be- 
come #0 engroascd with their public 
labors as to neglect their own hone- 
bolds, That same book which is the 
charter of liberty which woman today 
enjoys, evjoius it npon her as her 
first duty to train her children 
up in the narture and admonition of 
the Lord,” and that zame spirit of 
obedience which prompts her to labor 
for the welfaro of *publicaus and 
*inners,” will much more impel her to 
do all in her power to promote the well 
being of her own offspring. The Chris- 
tian mother with a family of small chil- 
dren will not therefore leave them in 
the cogre of a hireling and travel 
abroad, laboring for the public good. 
The principles of her religion forbid 
it. What does observation teach on 
this xabject? Who are the women 
who allow their children to grow up 
like the wild beasts' yonng? Are they 
the earnest, Christain mothers who 
are laboring and praying for the 
world's couversion? We have no hes- 
itation in asserting that for one wo- 
man who npeglects her own chil- 
dren becanse of her zeal in 
behalf of aome great reforma- 
tory or evangelistic_ movement, fifty 
can be fonnd who do zso-mneh becanse 
their time is taken np with the frivol- 
ities and trivialties of fashionable s0- 
ciety. The best regulated homes in 
this land are those in which 
the zeal for the world's evangelization 
burns like a holy flame in the mother's 
beart. Now, if women ves fit to go as 
Missionaries to foreign lands or mount 
the rostrum in advocacy of any good 
canse, who *hall zay nay? Every God- 
given ſaculty was bestowed for a par- 
pore; the wings of the birds were made 
hot to lie forever folded, bnt to be ex- 
ercized in darting throngh the air.

Children's Day In Africa 


Vinoeria, Joxs 18, 1909, 
To Tar Voron oF M1s810N5: 
The 10th of Jane, 1900, bronght 
on the first Children's Day ever cele- 
brated in the A. M. E: OChnrehin 
Arthington, the programme of which 
was the children gathering at the 
resi,ence of Brother Johnson Mason 
at 8 o'clock a. m., which was promptly 
done. 
At 10 o'clock the school marched off 
to the chnrch with their banuer flyiug, 
motto of which was —**The First Chil- 
dren's Day Hell inthe A;McE:; 
Chureh; Arthington,”' etc. The school 
was headed with the superintendent, 
Brother R. H. Smith, and avistant 
superintendent, J. L. Miller, and 
officers and teachers, and os they near- 
«Hythe chnreh door the choir sung as 
they marched in and veated them- 
zelves. 
Martha Ricks carriet the chil- 
dren back sixty years in Liberia, 
and how the training was in that day, 
and the way the training was in this 
day. She was of the opinion that the 
landmarks of the fathers bad been 
s0mewhat removed, etc., and she 
praized ns in the beantifnl way which 
we had carried the exercise of the 
day, and it was, she said, the finest 
she had ever visited before in any of 
the chnrches, and that she had learned 
more about the origin of Children's 
Day than ever before, and that she 
had been made to feel happy daring 
the day's services, aud bid ns go on in 
the name of the Great King. 
Now, dear Bishop, pray for us, and 
help ns. We need books for our 
school. 
We went through with the regnlar 
religious. _.exercises, and at 11:20 m. 
we zelected for onr text Prov. xxii, 6. 
After services the collection was rais- 
el, doxology was sung and benediction 
prononnced by the pastor in charge. 
Ihe children marched back to Brother 
Jobnson Mason, remained half an 
hour and returned again with banner 
flying. 
The services were opened with re- 
ligions exercizes. The school repeat- 
ed the Ten Commandments and Apos- 
tles' Creed, which give opening to the 
zervices of the afternoon, which ser- 
vices were beantifnlly carried ont. Our 
saperintendent, Brother R. H. Smith, 
no doubt will give yon the fnll detail 
of the exercizges. Wo had a vyery large 
congregation and addreszes were made 
by several gentlemen, bnt I will not 
mention anch as catechism, Bible, 
bymn books, A. B. C. cards, speller, 
Testament, etc. 
Bishop Bunn has s grand field over 
here, 80 far as church work is concern- 
ed, We only have asked Jesus about it, 
and no governor nor kiag; the 
authorities don't binder any church, 
nor have anything to do with echnreb 
creeds, We are truly to serve God 
with the dictates of our own congsci- 
ence.

Now 
is « chance for old maids and young 
widows, for they will evidently get « 
great man, if they can catch Taylor, 
THE GRIFFIN STATION,

But we wizsh to clip 
a sketch of his specch on the Fifteenth 
Amendment for the benefit of our 
readers. We hope you will read it 
and tell us, if you can, where the Fif- 
teenth Amendment comes in at: 

TJ. Vance Lewis of New Orleans, a 
Negro lawyer, was introduced to dis- 
censs the Fifteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States. 
Lewis took is8ne with Bishop Hol- 
86y in his schemse for &« separate stats. 
He maintained that the Negroes shonld 
live right here with the white people 
and die nnder the «ame flag. He want- 
ed no separate state, bat was willing 
to taks his chances bere and work out 
his destiny along with the prezent 
coudition of things, He did not want 
"to ask congreas for money to 
send the Negro away, but if any is 
to be given let it be given for educat- 
ing our heart, head and hand.” He 
said *'onr race stands today with as 
in band ready to fell the forest, np- 
root the stnmp and to clear the wil- 
derness and transforming it into gar- 
dens. The fair sonthland today *hines 
with cotton bolls and cane blades be- 
ing cultivated by the Negro and in the 
sight of some of onr leading men, who 
aro telling the world that mechanical 
edncation is the oaly source by which 
we can be lifted; this work 1s being 
done by ignorant Negroes. 

Young men should not be honsed on 
one man's idea; they must think for 
themselves. Whatever your aim in 
life may be, go and complete it and be 
able to meet the demand of the age. 
Lewis closed by appealing to the No- 
gro as « Christian people to *hold no 
antipathy in yon against no race; re- 
member that when the dignity of this 
goverument is insnlted it is your 
home to which the insnlt comes. 
Again, make friends with your white 
American brother; they ares your 
friends. In my old Lonisians home 
the hospitality of the white man to- 
ward the Negro is great. This kind of 
friendship should be cultivated 
throughont this country. The Negro 
problem, like a canker, is gnawing a 
canal from head to foot of every man 
and lighting up «a powder fnne that 
will blow up the cradles of onr poster- 
ity. We need no legislation to obvyi- 
ato this evil; we need friendship.” 


GOLDEN WORDS. 


Dr, Whitman in & casusl conversa- 
tion, said to & minister of 8ome prom- 
inence, the other day: The Negro 
owes it to bimeelf to convince Jehovah 
that he can take care of the Churoh of 
God and hold revivals and zave souls; 
that abont everything else bas been 
denied the race except manipnlatin 
and taking care of God's Church, __ 
if he fails of snccess in that, there is 
nothing else thet he can demonstrate 
his ability in the management of, and 
that if he loses the church, he lapses 
into heathetism and loses his last 
chance, Where he can take no part in 
matters of state, in the affairs of goy- 
ernment and in the civil and political 
arena of men.” 

We consider these words worthy of 
the prayerſul consideration of every 
man and woman of our race. They 
were only spoken as & part of the con- 
versation and we caught them and gave 
them to onr readers; but if we cannot 
hold revivals, a{ld to the chnrehb, in- 
orease our membership, build np our 
Zion and take care of the Ohuroh of 
God, what can we do? Let grumblers, 
complainers, Bishop-criticisers and all 
classes of ministers who cannot gno- 
066d, learn a less0n, for we tremble for 
onr future when we 866 how churches 
are throttled by incompetent pastors.

«BIG LITTLE PREACHERS.” 


Dnring our entire life, we do not re- 
member a single instance when we 
have been 80 nofavorably impreszed 
with what is called the *'biz men" of 
the A. M. E. Church. When ws re- 
alizo the want of leadership in 
chnarch and state, churches, halls, 
school houses, colleges, hoepitals, 
publishing houses, wo eaay, when we 
look and zee this need of the race with 
thousands of books and newspapers to 
be written and edited, and these *o0- 
called *'big men” sitting aronnd oriti- 
cising 80me actions of the fathers, we 
drop our head in sbame. 

Did you ever stop to think how 
these ©'big men” scramble, blackmail, 
find fanlt and try to beemear the char- 
acter of each other? 

The Negro preacher is good on tech- 
nicalities, on shortcomings of one and 
anotber, on this is wrong and that is 
right, bat when it comes to take his 
own vesrel and go to vea amid storm 
with szhot and shell, he is not to be 
fonnd., We have decided that out of 
all the zo-called Tearing and brain of 
the A. M. E. Church, not one whit of 
improvement has been made on what 
the fathers have done. If yon ask ns 
who educated the yonng Negroes of 
the A. M. E. Church in toto, we wonld 
answer, it was either done by the 
fathers and mothers of the days of 
slavery, our southern white friends, or 
northern philanthropists. If any 
property has been acquired, the pride 
was engendered or property given by 
the fathers. Have we any great cen- 
ters for ebauarch or school? When 
the bistory is properly given you will 
find that some of the fathers were the 
promoters, Wo have a few churches 
founded by a few young men (les than 
forty-five,) but ask, are they paid for? 
We do not object to being in debt, bunt 
we can scarcely find an honest man 
that we may send to a large chnrch 
with any kind of as debt thereon, that 
the pastor does not attempt to black- 
mail his predecessor, to raise & fnss 
with the membership or to find 
fanlt with the administration, All 
of this is done to ehun or shirk 
responsibility; nothing convinces ns 
more than this, that the Negro preacher 
seeks the shortest road to what he 
calls sncoess, whether it is for the 
glory of God, the ediflcation of the 
church, or that he is best fitted for the 
place. 

Do you evyer hear talk of a Negro 
preacher resigning a big position that 
he may go to « place in come emall 
town where he can build np the church 
and the educational interest of his 
race? The Bishop who attempts to 
nse bis godly judgment in appointing 
the majority of the s0-called "big 
men” will claaved as & "tyrant" 
and that *he hates ns,” and these 
name big men” conspire with the 
weak and ignorant members and take 
advantage of the church in a thougand 
ways to destroy its membersbip, to 
give trouble, to criticize, to fiad fault 
aud to do « hundred things to wreok 
the Church of God and to bring dis- 
grace upon the came. Do you tell us 
that this can be a great and good man?

Traveling In the Interest of 
Nizzlonary Work in Africa. 
Writes Upon the Ne. 
gro Problem. 


While I am traveling in this coun- 
try lecturing to the civilized world on 


heathenism in Africs I have come in 
contact with #0 mnch that I did not 
dream oxisted among the civilized peo- 
ple. I am thus tompted to xay just a 
little on the race problem in this 
country, and if possible aronee adven- 
tnrons «pirit ia the Negro on this side 
of the waters, by bavring leading mon 
and women of the race in this country 
to go on an expedition to certain por- 
tions of Africa, Weet Coart, for the 
benefit of the Afro-Americans. 

There bas been mach talk and mneh 
writing abou4t the #o-called Negro 
problem, Every editor of leading 
papers and journals of the conntry; 
also Bizhops, »!atesmen, asnociations, 
etc., have been taxed to their ntmost 
capacity to eolve this problem, and 
the end is not yet. Like all other 
races the Negro wust adopt race pride, 
race enterprises, regard virtne and 
morality and embark ont into the 
mercantils world, becanse in unity 
there is peace, Strength, prosperity 
and capital, When these foregoing 
principles have been adopted, practi- 
cally he will becomes « great factor 
among nations, and it will then be 
that color line will be blotted ont of 
existencs.

The blood of vietims from the das- 
tard lynching grounds are crying for 
leaders for the nnborn generations. 

From the cradles of embryonic 
motherhood and fatherhood comes 
forth the call, prepare the way for us, 
leaders of the race.” 

Wo hear the appeal calling leaders 
of the race to meet, disouss the condi- 
tion* and move as men who fear not 
to di 

Now, this appeal is aeemingly 
broad, but there is « partionular party 
or parties that belong to the ring spe- 
eiflcally invited, otc., 50 as they rule, 
theres they meet bammering on & neil 
without any bead. Big I's make hot 
apeeches, publish the ame, that ends 
it. It's all talk and that's all Two 
or three years pass, «a Negro lynched, 
then comes another appeal for the 
leaders to meet again and repeat the 
5ame $06n6s, that's all over. 

Few of them will run all over the 
country, #bout awhile and catch them 
fow fishes and no more of them. 

They now become nee-to-be's—all 
talkers and none doers. After all the 
booboo theories, oratorical speeches, 
the leaders are »till in the came old 
rusty knots.
